necessary action 
taken by the 
County board, the 
Chicago regional planning commis­ 
sion, local subdividers, land own­ 
ers and the 
Village of Arlington 
Heights, to make such route pos­ 
sible. 
This 
highway passed 
through 
Wheeling and 
Elk 
Grove town­ 
ships, over 
dedicated farm lands 
and present highways. 
In Wheel­ 
ing township it enters between sec­ 
tions 4 and ,5 until it strikes Buf­ 
falo Grove road, which it follow’s 
for one mile. 
It continues south 
and enters the Village of Apling­ 
ton Heights 
between the Draper 
and Garms farm s. 
The H. Roy 
Berry property will have to be re­ 
subdivided on account of the new 
highway. 
A representative of H. 
Roy Berry and of the Chicago R e­ 
gional planning commission, 
ap ­ 
peared 
before 
the 
Arlington 
Heights village board Monday eve­ 
ning with a plat showing the route 
to be taken by the highway and 
asking if the board would have any 
objection to accepting a new sub­ 
division plat of the H. Roy B ern' 
properties east of the village. The 
board assured 
the representative 
th a t they would cooperate in every 
way possible in this m atter if the 
village would be given assurance 
there would not be any additional 
expense incurred. 
Contracts 
for 
sewer, w-ater were recently let in 
this subdivision. 
The representatives from Chica­ 
go stated th at the route as laid 
out would 
be presented 
to the 
county board the 
following day. 
This was done and the action of 
che county hoard is covered in the

“Cook county commissioners took 
their first, official

Committees from the Arlington 
Heights Business Men’s Associa­ 
tion met with the village board 
last Monday night and discussed 
many m atters ol vital importance 
in 
regard 
to business practices, 
building conditions, and m atters of 
health. They were well received and 
as a result of the conference, new' 
ordinances will probably be passed 
correcting the evils of which the 
members of the committee spoke. 
The committee waged its attack: 
against the present business license 
ordinance, tne building restrictions 
that do not restrict, lack of proper 
inspection ot alterations and con­ 
struction of new buildings, unsani­ 
tary health conditions due to lack 
of an inspector of buildings and to 
the present school book system in 
the grade schools. 
As regards the latter, the sug­ 
gestion was made to the committee 
that the school book question be 
taken up direct with the school 
board. 
Mr. C. M. Behrens as spokesman 
for the “license” committee sug­ 
gested th at a new' license code he 
drawn 
up, 
or the 
present one 
amended so th at it would include 
all of the business men of Arling­ 
ton Heights, or none; also th at any 
outside contractors be required to 
pay an operation fee, sim ilar to 
that which Arlington Heights con­ 
tractors have to pay w'hen doing 
work in other villages, such as ML 
Prospect, etc. 
Trustee 
Fram berg asked th at 
some specific instance be cited. Mr. 
Gpedke then rose and said th at he 
p* paid one dollar a day for a 
permit for doing work in Mt. Pros­ 
pect and he suggested th at a code 
be drawn up similar to the one 
used in Chicago Heights, which ac­ 
cording to Mr. Goedke, is one of 
the best of its kind. Gilbert Klehni 
presented permits th at he was for­ 
ced to secure in a number of vill­ 
ages before he could do work a t 
those places. Chas. G randt spoke of 
similar experiences in other vill­ 
ages. 
Mr. 
Kreft, 
cashier %of 
the 
Peoples State Bank, reminded the 
board that outside bond houses 
come into Arlington Heights and 
do business without a license and 
the local banks m ust have a license 
to do the same business. He also 
alluded to the fact th at some local 
people were engaged in the selling 
of bonds and were not required to 
pay a village license fee. 
The health committee of w'hich 
Wm. F. Meyer is chairman brought 
to the attention of the board th at 
the state building law is being vio­ 
lated throughout the towm. 
Many 
people, when installing toilet facil­ 
ities in their homes, pick out a dark 
closet without windows or ventila­ 
tion, which is contrary to the state 
law. They have been able to do 
this because probably they were 
not aw’are of the state regulations 
and danger of disease and because 
proper building inspection in A r­ 
lington Heights have not prevented 
such “mistakes.” The condition of 
the toilets a t the depot were sev­ 
erely criticised. 
Mr. Behrens stated that there is 
one section of Arlington Heights, 
where buildings are supposed to be 
restricted to $3500 and there is no 
building built in such district th at 
could not be built in the neighbor­ 
hood of $500. He likewise stated 
that building lines were not being 
observed; also that there still re­ 
mained many outside toilets in A r­ 
lington Heights. 
To the suggestion of the board 
that building inspection would cost 
money, the business men replied 
that the building fee charges would 
cover inspection charges. 
The conditions surrounding the 
use of community school books was 
next discussed. A member of the 
health committee stated that his 
son came home from school with a 
book that he refused to allow his 
son to use and he inquired of the 
teacher w'here 
necessary 
books 
could be purchased in order th at 
his son would not be required to 
use one that might contain disease 
germs. He also said that we ail 
know how children instinctively wet 
their fingers from their mouths 
when turning book leaves. A book 
used in such a manner one day, 
may be used by another child in 
the same way the following day. 
This, W. F. Meyer, Jr., said is a 
most 
dangerous 
thing 
from

health standpoint. 
Trustee Mueller stated that the

News from Washington 


It is the opponents rather than 
the proponents of the renomination 
ol Calvin Coolidge who are making 
his renomination almost inevitable. 
Until recently, the normal Ameri­ 
can voter appreciating 
that 
Mr. 
Coolidge’s present term had almost 
two years to run, was giving but 
scant attention to the mechanics of 
political activities. 
The general 
content and satisfaction with Cool­ 
idge must be credited with having 
contributed to this quietness. 
The 
proponents and admirers of the 
President were saying little—they 
were satisfied to allow* the favor­ 
ing winds to blow. 
The opponents, however, have 
made his candidacy a talking issue. 
With letters, argum ents and pro­ 
nunciamentos, they sought first to 
attack his fitness for the office, 
and latin his eligibility. The nor­ 
mal result has been to arouse the 
dormant confidence 
in Coolidge. 
Curiously enough, each anti-Cool- 
idge move has operated to prove 
the strength of the President. The 
anticipated revolt of the farming 
populations, it is agreed, is hardly 
an 
insurrection. 
The straw vote 
canvass covering 29 states, largely 
the agricultural area, promoted to 
show a Coolidge weakness, revealed 
he was still the first choice. As to 
the recent anti-third term organi­ 
zation, the opinion is general that 
this particular activity died aborn­ 
ing at the little desk in a hired 
office space in New York where it 
originated. 
Numerous 
other 
in­ 
stances might he cited, but it is a 
fair judgment that the vitality and 
vigor to the Coolidge sentiment is 
largely the result of the anti dem­ 
onstrations.

of farm relief chapter are quite a 
bit short of the mark, if the signs 
current here are being properly in­ 
terpreted. Already the President 
has advised Eugene Meyer, Jr., the 
new commissioner of the Federal 
Farm Loan Bank, that in the reor­ 
ganization of those activities now 
being conducted, that his primary* 
desire is for the development of a 
plan for the liberalizing of farm 
credits. The recent speech of Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Jardine in 
Kansas, which in many important 
passages departed largely from tile 
text which had been given out is 
understood also as having been ap­ 
proved by the President. Visitors 
from the farm regions who reach 
the White House report that Mr. 
Coolidge is persistent in his ques­ 
tionings as to the trend of farm 
conditions and what can be done 
to aid. No one as yet has ventured 
to suggest that the administration 
will abandon its opposition to price 
fixing, but it is a fair conclusion I 
that Mr. Coolidge is hoping to pre- j 
sent a definite program himself. 
The White House newspaper cor- J 
respondents who will journey to | 
the Black Hills with the P resid en t! 
are going to have a surprisingly 1 


interesting time. It will be a good 
thing for them and for the news­ 
paper reading public to have these 
young men for two months or more 
out in the country where the hills 
are mountains, where the ponds are 
lakes, and where a short hitch of

instead

city 
blocks. They will have the charac­ 
teristics of tenderfeet to begin with 
including the shortcomings of men 
who have spent their life on hard 
pavements at an altitude of only 
three feet above sea level. The men 
who vv*i11 make the journey are 
among the ablest newspaper men 
in Washington. Their positions are 
those of responsibility, for it is ‘ 
through them that the people of 
the country are advised of the ac­ 
tivities of the President. It may 
take a week for the shaking down, 
but the good people of South Dako­ 
ta who will welcome them gladly*, 
and will,’unless we are all mistaken 
part trom them with regret when 
the President leaves. 
A drastic and effective reduction 
in the local taxation of farm lands 
is a fundamental of real farm r e ­ 
lief. It is admitted the federal gov­ 
ernment has gone as far as possible 
in the reduction of national taxes, 


a reduction of which has worked to 
the advantage of the farm ers with 
others. But the increasing burdon 
of local and state taxation is heavy 
on the farm ers. It may be said that 
the remedy rests in the hands of 
the farm ers, but unfortunately a 
man with plowed fields has but 
little spare time with which to or­ 
iginate or conduct propaganda for 
local taxation relief. 
Everybody has agreed local taxes 
should be reduced. Governors, m ay­ 
ors, selectmen, county commission­ 
ers, tax collectors and supervisors 
all argue that the tax burden on 
tarm lands is oppressive, if not 
destructive. But even as they con­ 
dole with the victims, they continue 
to present new .schemes for the ex­ 
penditure of public money which 
works lot increased taxes. Govern­ 
or 
Christianson 
of 
Minnesota 
should be exempted from this in­ 
dictment. He has had the courage 
to deliberately veto an appropria­ 
tion bill because his signing would 
inevitably have resulted in an in­ 
crease in the taxes of that state. 
The only way out is to make this 
a state-wide issue. There must be a 
demonstration of the dangers and 
injustices of the present system 


impressive enough to arouse the 
attention ut the public, so that the 
local taxing officials will feel com­ 
pelled by public sentiment to make 
a readjustment. This is purely a 
topic for a real agricultural state ’ 
conference which will investigate \ 
and report on the feasibility of 
modified taxation for timber lands, 
lands growing foodstuffs and in 
tile taxation ot animals and even 
implements 
necessarily employed 
in dairying activities. 
Tho people of the country ar a 
whole are rejoicing over the Presi­ 
dent’s arrangem ent for the recep­ 
tion of Lindbergh in Washington. 
It seems now that for all the fine 
liberality of New York, that when 
that great city entertains a notabil­ 
ity it absorbs the entire affair. The 
rest of the country is allowed to 
look on, but New* York never fails 
to advertise th at the event is New* 
York’s exclusive property. When 
the President, however, pins the 
distinguished flying cross upon the 
breast of Lindbergh and extends 
to him and to his m other the right 
hand of congratulation, the hap­ 
pening will be one in which the 
whole country will feel properly it 
has a part.

The editor does not know if the 
words “gold coast” applied to a
